vate Ways for Perſons, Cattle, and Carriages, for the Convenience of the 
Perſons intereſted therein, as they ſhall judge proper; and direct by whom 
ſuch Ways ſhall be maintained and repaired; and alſo ſhall and may aſcer- 
tain, lay our, and appoint, all publick and common Highways through the 
ſaid Fields, Meadows, Paſtures, Moors, and Greens, or any of them, not 
to be leſs than Feet of Aſſize broad in the Clear: And that it ſhall 
not be lawful for any Perſon or Perſons, on Foot or on Horſeback, or with 
any Beaſt, Coach, Cart, Waggon, or other Carriage whatſoever, to uſe any 
other Way or Road in or over the ſaid Fields, Meadows, Paſtures, Greens, 
or Moors, or any of them, but ſuch Highways and Roads as by the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, or any of them, ſhall be fo aſcertained, laid out, 
and appointed, as aforeſaid; and that all ſuch publick and common High- 
ways, When ſo aſcertained, laid out, and appointed, as aforeſaid, ſhall, 
from time to time, be repaired by the Pariſh or Townſhip of Stilling fleet 


aforeſaid, in ſuch manner as have been heretofore accuſtomed, and as by 
the Laws of this Realm they are obliged to repair. 


And be it further Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Award 
and Determination of the faid Commiſſioners, or any of them, for 
the dividing and allotting the ſaid Fields, Meadows, Paſtures, Moors, and 
Greens, and for directing and aſcertaining each Proprictor's Proportion of 
the ſaid ſeveral Compoſition- rents, and for the aſcertaining and ſetting 
forth all publick and private Ways, and directing and ordering the Ditches, 
Fences, Bridges, Gates, Hedges, and Stiles, to be made upon the faid In- 
cloſures, and other the Matters to them hereby referred, except for ſettling 
the Rate of the Charges and Expences aforeſaid (which Rate they may ſettle 
at any time within -., after the Making ot their ſaid Award), ſhall 
be fairly written and engroſſed on Parchment, and be ſigned and ſcaled by 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any of them; and the ſaid Award and 
Determination, ſo to be ſigned and ſealed, ſhall be inrolled in the publick 
Kegilter- Office, eſtabliſhed at Beverley by an Act of Parliament paſled in 
the Sixth Year of the Reign of her late Majeſty Queen Anne, for the pub- 
ck regiſtring all Deeds, Conveyances, Wills, and other Incumbrances, 
that ſhall be made, or may affect any Honours, Manors, Lands, Tenements, 
or Hereditaments, within the Eaſt Riding of the County of Jork, or Town 
and County of the Town of Kingſton upon Hull: And the Regiſter of the 
aid Office, or his Deputy, is hereby required to inroll the ſaid Award and 
Determination in the proper Book for Inrolling of Bargains and Sales of 
Lands, and to take ſuch Fees only for inrolling the ſame, as are allowed him 
the ſaid Act for inrolling any Bargain and Sale; and a Copy of ſuch Inrol- 
nent of the ſaid Award, under the Hand of the ſaid Regiſter, or his De- 
duty, ſhall be allowed and read as Evidence in all Courts of Law and 
Equity : And the ſaid Regiſter, or his Deputy, ſhall be allowed no more for 
ine making and ſigning any ſuch Copy than a Sheet, each 
cet to contain Words: And the ſaid Regiſter, or his 
deputy, ſhall permit and ſuffer any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, from 
ime to time, and at all times, within the. Office hours of Attendance, to 
ruſe and inſpect the lnrolment of the ſaid Award at the ſaid publick Office, 
y ing to the (aid Regiſter, or his Deputy, for every ſuch Peruſal or Inſpe- 
on and no more. 
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P2ovided always, and be it further Enacted, by the. Author, 
aforeſaid, That if, within g after the Making of the fait 
Award by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any of them, any Diſpute « 
Difference ſhall ariſe among or between any of the Proprietors in the fi 
Fields, Meadows, Paſtures, Moors, or Greens, touching any of their Rig, 
to any Allotment or Allotments to be made by the ſaid Commiſlioner,, b 
their ſaid Award, then every ſuch Diſpute or Difference ſhall be referred to 
any neighbouring Gentlemen, not having any Intereſt in any Lan, 
N within the ſaid Manor of Htilling fleet, who ſhall be choſen for that Purpok 
by the ſaid Commiſſioners, hereby nominated and authorized, or any 


of them; and that the Award and Determination of ſuch Gentlemen
